D1: CH-A-685187 

The document D1 is regarded as being the closest prior art to the subject-matter of 
claim 1 and shows the features of the preamble thereof. 
The features of the characterising portion of claim 1 are neither known from, nor 
rendered obvious by, the prior art. The feature of a helical spring tensioned such that 
it is shortened avoids the danger of over elongation known for springs which are 
charged by drawing forces. 

The subject-matter of claim 1 is therefore new (Article 33(2) PCT) and is considered 
as involving an inventive step (Article 33(3) PCT). 
The industrial applicability is obvious. 



2. Article 6 PCT 

The following clarity objection is to be noted: 

Although according to the description the feature of a winding member (4) is essential 
to the definition of the invention (see in particular page 6, lines 5-12), the wording of 
claim 1 does not clearly state that the winding member is part of the claimed device. 



3. Contrary to the requirements of Rule 5. 1 (a)(ii) PCT, the relevant background art 
disclosed in the document D1 is not mentioned in the description, nor is this 
document 
identified therein. 
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
